land is pres dent and still argue that 
if the South had had the equipment 
the North would never have won— 
for those days are yet fresh In their 
memory. 
The village street! There is none. 
Just the country road that passes by 
the 
store 
and the 
three or four 
houses that comprise this dowq-at- 
the-heel» village. 
Throughout there 
is an atmosphere of decadence and 
decay, a tendency visible on the part 
of everyone to ‘‘let George do it” 
and George feels the same way, too 
Therefore, Q. E. D. 
No longer do 
they engage in horse-shoe pitching 
contests or jumping with weights— 
that became too strenuous with the 
passing years and now the only sport 
is mumblety-peg, at the same time 
expectorating, as mentioned above, 
bt a knot-hole in the sagging floor 
of the old porch whose roof is por­ 
ous and well-ventilated. 
Another feature of the town of 
Hasbeen is the usual crowd that col­ 
lects every 
afternoon or evening 
The same old group discusses the 
same worn-out questions and it is 
not long until the conversation turns 
to the days of yore and they live 
in the land of yesterday. 
They talk 
over the ancient glories of Hasbeen, 
when it was a thriving city, passably 
fair main street having been lined 
with prosperous business houses and 
flanked with row upon row of dwel­ 
lings that housed a well-to-do, work­ 
ing, comfortable and contented citi­ 
zenship— days when 
Hasbeen town 
wap booming and everyone was alive 
to the emergencies that arose and 
never admitted defeat but arose to 
the occasion with battle-form ation 
and 
an 
array of volunteers 
that 
would not be downed. 
Those were 
the days when Has-Been town boast­ 
ed of its rapid growth and develop­ 
ment 
of its progress, its communi­ 
ty spirit and its service. 
But in the second stage of its de­ 
velopm ent it became self-satisfied, 
contented 
within 
itself. 
It 
had 
reached the peak of the climb, in 
the 
minds of the narrow few who 
controlled it. 
Instead of boasting of 
the growth, 
they boasted 
of what 
they had now, what they had done— 
instead of what they were going to 
do. 
They admitted they had the 
best city in all the surrounding ter- 
r tory; and stopped there. 
That 
was the 
beginning of tho 
down-hill land-slide. 
The city lost 
its vim and vigor, its pep and its vi­ 
tality, us dea and principle of surv­ 
ive, and New-town, its ancient com­ 
petitor that had long since been in 
the shade but never rendered com­ 
pletely extinct, gradually began to 
build up at the 
expense 
of 
Has­ 
been town. 
Today, we live in New-town, the 
County 
(a t and the city that repre­ 
sents all that Has-Been town once 
wa* 
And New-town, what will it 
be ten, twenty or fifty years from 
today? 
It will be what we make it. 
If we 
keep our pep, our vim, our courage, 
our enthusiasm, our vitality and our 
motto of service, New-town will, in­ 
stead of recoding and growing pre­ 
maturely old, continue to advance, 
to grow and to progress indefinite­ 
ly. 
But it cannot *tay at or e point 
as Ha*-Been town thought it could 
— it will either go up or down— • 
Heaven and success lies on the up­ 
ward road, and you know what lie^ 
the other direction. 


SUCCESS NOT ACCIDENTAL 
It Is doubtful if there is anywhere 
any re- I business success that does 
not reach down to the fundamental 
of thrift. 
We speak of financial 
genius 
as though it 
were a sixth 
sense.

growing chicken mash, but now they 
get 
oats and 
chops morning and 
night. 
I kept them in a large coop 
in cold weather, 
with hot bricks 
wrapped in old sacks in the coops 
to keep the baby chicks warm. On 
sunshiny days I would put them out 
in the yard on the Bermuda grass. 
None of them died from disease, al­ 
though some got burned 
and died 
from the effects of the bums. 
My 
oldest brother, who is also a club 
member, made me a brooder out of 
a heavy box, having read the instruc­ 
tions on ‘How to Make a Home Made 
Brooder,’ 
in 
Progressive 
Farmer. 
When nights were very cold I would 
keep hot bricks in the brooder. Lat 
er, I put the chicks in baby chick 
house and they are growing fast. I 
always kept water vessels, houses 
and brooder clean, and as a result 
my chicks have never been bothered 
with disease, m ites or lice.

have 16 more baby chicks two dayf 
old and am treating them the same 
way, except I do not need the hot 
bricks to keep them warm.
